The curious apochryphal letter of Pontius Pilate to the Emperor Tiberius “ de 
indubitata Jesus resurrectione ’’ is added to this edition. 


Samuel Abu Nasr Ibn Abbas, a son of Judah Ibn Abbas, of Fez, lived in the 
twelfth century. He studied philosophy, mathematics, and medicine, and for the purposes 
of study he travelled in Irak and Syria. In the city of Maragha he claimed to have had 
two visions in which Mohammed appeared to htm. He thereupon embraced Islam. 


He composed a polemical treatise, ‘‘ The Confutation of the Jews,’ in which he 
points out that from time to time the abrogation of the law is necessary, and that, in fact, 
it has often occurred in Judaism. He tries to prove the prophetic character of Jesus 
and of Mohammed. He affirms that the Jews of his time possess the Torah of Ezra, and 
not that of Moses, and that too many laws have been added by the sages of the Mishnah 
and the Gemara. Upon the basis of this work there was compiled in the fifteenth century 
the celebrated anti-Jewish pamphlet called ‘‘ Epistola Samuelis Maroceani,’’? which is said 
to have been translated from the Arabic by Alfonse Bonihominis. Nothing is known about 
the translator, and Steinschneider is probably right in suspecting that he is none other than 
Paul of Burgos.—(Jewish Encyclopzedia.)

Victor of Carben, a Jewish convert, lived at Cologne, 1442-1515. Like most con- 
verts, he endeavoured to show his zeal for his new religion by writing against his former 
co-religionists. In his writing he repeatedly asserts that it is not wise for Christians to 
enter into religious controversy with Jews, the latter being taught from childhood how to 
uphold their faith. He was chiefly concerned in exonerating himself from the accusation 
of having apostatized for the sake of worldly advantages ; and, in view of this, he paid the 
Jews a gratuitous compliment when he asserted that they, of all the people of the earth, 
are the most difficult to convert, their attachment to their Law being so strong that neither 
pees ah fear of persecution can cause them to abandon their faith.—(Jewish Encyclo- 
peedia.

The Broadside, which is a Royal Order from Ferdinand, Eine of Aragon, of both 
the Sicilies, is an order to Raimundo de Cardona, Lieutenant General and Viceroy, to all 
officials, both ecclesiastic and secular, to all Princes, Dukes, Marquises and Counts, 
Governors and to all subjects, ‘‘ And also to all the Jews who at present inhabit our said 
Kingdom (of Sicily), and to each single one of them, as well men as women of all ages, 
considering in our Royal mind the excellency of this our said Kingdom, and the singular 
erace and kindness that God has shown in ancient times by giving to the inhabitants of 
this Kingdom a clear knowledge of our Holy Catholic Faith much before many Provinces, 
so that it was received in our most faithful City of Naples before the City of Rome, so. 
that our said city is considered as the most ancient in the Christian religion, and has, 
therefore, always been greatly honoured, therefore all the more we think it necessary to 
have special care and vigilance in the preservation of the noted fame and reputation of 
the said city and kingdom, and because, owing to the communication and co-habitation of 
the infidel enemies of the said Holy Catholic Faith with the faithful Christians, a dan- 
gerous contagion therefrom especially from the Jews to the converted Christians (Chris- 
tianos conversos) of their generation because of the Judaical superstitions and ceremonies 
which they have and procure with those who descend from the Jewish race, who keep these 
as experience has clearly demonstrated in those Kingdoms of Spain which by God’s clemency 
have been cleansed of all heresy as far _as lay in our power, and which have greatly 
benefited by the expulsion of the Jews who lived therein, and by whose contagion many 
errors were caused; this is a notorious fact, and does not need other proof. We, there- 
fore, owing to the great love which we have for our said Kingdom of Naples, and considering 
the peace and good estate of our subjects dwelling therein, and specially in all that refers 
to the Christianity and singular fame and reputation of the said kingdom, for which it is 


necessary to expel in perpetuity of the Jews who inhabit therein. . . . Therefore after 
mature deliberation we have decided to order the expulsion of all the said Jews and 
Jewesses from the said kingdom, so that they may never return to it. . . We therefore 


order that all the Jews and Jewesses of all ages who live and inhabit our said kingdom in 
the City of Naples, and in any other cities, towns, and villages of the said kingdom, both 
those born here as those who are not born here, or who have come here for any reason, and 
who are in the said kingdom or in any part thereof on the day of publication of this Pro-. 
clamation they must leave before the month of March to come of the year 1511 and depart 
from this their kingdom, with their sons and daughters, servants, male and female, Jews 
and Jewesses, big and small, and whatever age they are; they are not to dare to return 
nor to be in any part of this our kingdom, nor to visit it in any way, and if by chance the 
said Jews and Jewesses should not take heed of our present Royal Decree, and the time 
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Ferdinand |.’s Proclamation—continued. 


having passed, should be found in any part of our said kingdom . . . they would incur 
the penalty of death and confiscation of all their goods for our Treasury. And they will 
incur these penalties by the fact itself without any other process, sentence, or declaration, 
and we also order all persons of any estate, pre-eminence or condition, that they should 
not dare to receive help, defend or give hospitality after the said month of March at any 
time to any Jew or Jewess in their land or houses or any other part of our said kingdom, 
under: penalty of confiscation of all their goods, furniture, vassals, fortresses, and other 
property . . . for the benefit of our said Treasury. And in order that the said Jews 
and Jewesses may during the said time that we allow them for leaving the said kingdom 
dispose to greater advantage of their goods and estates, we hereby take and receive them 
under our own safeguard and Royal protection, and assure to them and their goods so that 
during the said period to the end of the month of March they may remain safe and can 
enter, sell, exchange and dispose of all their goods, furniture and possessions, and to dis- 
pose of them freely of their own free will, and that during the said time no one shall do 
them harm or any injury in their persons or in their goods illegally, under penalty of the 
punishments which are inflicted on those who disturb our Royal protection and safeguard. 
And also we give licence and faculty to the said Jews and Jewesses that they can take 
out of our said kingdom their goods and estates both by sea and by land as long as they 
do not take out gold or silver or minted money or the other things which are forbidden 
by the laws and prohibitions of the said kingdom except in merchandise which are not 
forbidden or in bills of exchange and for the same reason to you our said Viceroy Lieu- 
tenant General and to all the other said officials and our subjects, and to each one of you 
we hereby command most strictly that the present Statute shall be obeyed . . . and 
so that no one can allege ignorance of it, we hereby order you to publish and notify this 
to all in general by public crier and by proclamation in the places and public squares of our 
cities and towns, etc. . . . Given in the city of Madrid on the 2nd November, 1510, 
countersigned by Bishop Vincent, the Inquisitor General. ey 


The above proclamation was issued as an excuse to remove the Holy Inquisition,

Jacob van Hoogstraten was a Belgian, born about 1460. He studied at Louvain 
and Cologne, and became Prior of a Dominican Convent, Professor of theology at Cologne 
University, and Inquisitor in the Archbishoprics of Cologne, Mayence, and Treves. A 
fanatical opponent of the Reformation, he exercised a strong influence in the councils of 
the Church. He took under his protection the baptised Jew, John Pfefferkorn, and 
assisted him in his attacks upon his former co-religionists, and upon Reuchlin. In his 
ambition to emulate the example of his Spanish predecessors, Torquemada and Ximenes, 
he attacked the Talmud and other Jewish books with their defenders. With his assist- 
ance Pfefferkorn, in 1509, secured from the Emperor Maximilian authority to confiscate 
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Reuchlin (j.)—continued. 


and examine all Jewish writings. When these plans failed Pfefferkorn turned upon 
Reuchlin, who had given a formal opinion against the suppression of the Jewish books. 
Attacked by Pfefferkorn in a gross libel under the title of ‘‘ Handspiegel,’’ Reuchlin re- 
torted in his ‘‘ Augenspiegel.’* Hoogstraten declared it a dangerous book, and called 
upon Reuchlix to recant. Notwithstanding an Imperial Edict imposing silence upon both 
parties, the Dominicans continued the controversy. In his capacity as an Inquisitor, and 
without authorization from his Provincial, Hoogstraten summoned Reuchlin to appear 
before the ecclesiastical Court of Mayence, to be tried on the charges of favouring the 
Jews, and of heresy. With a number of Dominicans, Hoogstraten arrived at Mayence and 
opened the session as accuser and judge. He was encouraged in his procedure by the 
Universities of Cologne and Louvain, which had declared against Reuchlin. At this point 
the Archbishop of Mayence interfered, and Pope Leo X. authorized the Bishop of Speyer 
to decide the question. Meanwhile Hoogstraten had Reuchlin’s ‘‘ Augenspiegel’’ publicly 
burned at Cologne. The Bishop of Speyer pronounced judgment in favour of Reuchlin, and 
condemned Hoogstraten to pay the expenses. Against this decision Hoogstraten appealed 
to the Pope, founding his hope of success upon the venality of the Court of Rome. ‘‘ At 
Rome everything can be had for money,’’ he used to say. At Rome he made use of all the 
means at his disposal, but he had to content himself with a decision of the Pope indefinitely 
pone the trial. The Dominicans then divested Hoogstraten of the offices of Prior and 
nquisitor. Hoogstraten was the butt of satire in the ‘‘ Epistole Obscurorum Virorum.”’ 
In Luther, Hoogstraten saw the most dangerous enemy of the Church. Chiefly at his 
instigation Luther’s writings were burnt at Cologne, 1519.—(Jewish Encyclopedia.)

The most valuable and complete set of Records in manuscript and print, of the 
Autos de Fé, which took place in Portugal from the establishment of the Inquisition there, 
at the tribunals at Lisbon, Coimbra, and Evora, and at Goa. ‘Together with the most 
comprehensive collection of ‘‘ Listas das pessoas penitenciadas.’’ These lists are supplied 
in manuscript when printed ones were not issued, and there are manuscript lists of victims 
who were tried at autos-de-Fé before the printed lists were ever published. 

The ‘‘ Listas’ are of great historical interest, giving the names, ages, occupations, 
relationships, town of birth, and domicile of the victims of the inquisition, the crimes of 
which they were convicted, and the punishments meted out. 


The information contained in the earlier part of these manuscripts has never been 
published, the earlhest printed record of Autos de Fé (according to Innocencio and Mattos) 
having been printed in 1612. From that date onward, records of the sermons preached at 
the trials in Lisbon, Coimbra, Evora, and the Portuguese Indian dependency of Goa were 
printed, and the Listas das Pessoas began to be published in 1627. Even singly, these pub- 
lications are rare to find, and a collection such as this, which was made at the Royal 
Convent of Sta. Maria and Sto. Antonio at Mafra; is absolutely wnique. 

Innocencio stated: ‘‘ The greater part of these publications are excessively difficult 
to acquire to-day, owing to the rarity of copies of nearly all of them.” 

The collection comprises: (a) A set of the printed ‘‘ Listas de Pessoas que sahirao & 
sentencas que se lerao no Auto Publico da Fé,’’? which took place at the various tribunals 
from 1625 to 1759; (b) Manuscript Listas from 1567 to 1778; (c) Lembrangas and Notes on 
trials from 1540 to 1739. 

The first volume of this series opens with notes relating to the various papal edicts 
that passed during the years 1533 to 1536. These were: The bull of pardon issued by 
Clement VIL. on 7th April, 1533; the confirmation of this bull by Paul IIT. on 12th October, 
1535; and the bull dated 23rd May, 1536, issued by Paul III. at the instance of Joao III., 
finally sanctioning the establishment of an Inquisition in Portugal, and which was made 
public at the Church of the Franciscan Convent at Evora on 22nd October, 1536. The 
volumes devoted to the inquisition at Coimbra include an extremely interesting manuscript 
essay on the ‘‘ Origin of the Inquisition in Portugal, written by Francisco Carneiro de 
Figueiroa, Deputy of the General Council of the Holy Office, Rector and Reformer of the 
University of Coimbra.’’ In addition, the collection contains manuscript lists of the 
persons convicted at Goa from 1650 to 1653. 

The manuscript preface to the collection states that the first tribunal of the 
Portuguese Inquisition was established in 1536 at Evora, where the Court was then

residing, and that the Franciscan Fray Diogo da Sylva was appointed the first Inquisitor 
General, which post he held until 1539, when he was nominated Archbishop of Braga. The 
Court having removed to Lisbon, his place as Inquisitor General was then taken by the 
Cardinal Infante Dom Henrique. 


There was no separate Inquisitorial Court in Lisbon at the time, but a Tribunal 
was established on the river bank, ‘‘on the east side of what is now the Praca do Com- 
mercio,’’ during the year 1539, where the first spectacular auto-de-fé was held on Sunday, 
20th September, 1540. At this trial, that most implacable enemy of the Jews, Dom Joao 
de Mello, Bishop of Algarve, and afterwards Archbishop of Evora, presided, while ‘‘ King 
Joao III., the Ecclesiastical prelates and all the fidalgos of Lisbon assisted.’’ 


There appears to be no published record of this first auto-de-fé, as the Jewish 
Encyclopedia, in its history of the Portuguese Inquisition, gives the auto-de-fé held in 
Lisbon on 23rd October, 1541, as the first. 


The first auto-de-fé which took place at Evora was in 1542, when Luiz Diaz, the 
shoemaker of Setuval, ‘‘ who claimed to be the Messiah and had practised witchcraft,” 
was tried, having been tried at the auto-de-fé in Lisbon the previous year on a similar 
charge. 


The first Coimbra auto-de-fé mentioned in Nicolao de Sta. Maria’s ‘‘ Chronica do 
Conegos Regrantes,’’ was held there in August, 1567. ‘‘ Notwithstanding this statement,’ 
the writer of the manuscript remarks, ‘‘ there is a record of a public auto-de-fé at Coimbra 
on the 5th October, 1565.”’ 


‘“The Inquisition was not introduced into Portugal until after many struggles. 
John IIT. (1521-57), possessed of the most intense hatred for the Neo-Christians, began to 
intrigue for its establishment in his dominions. He was supported in his schemes by 
Queen Catherine, a granddaughter of Isabella the Catholic, and especially by a converted 
Jew named Henrique Nunes . . . and influenced by ‘ powerful laws,’ as stated in a 
memorial of the Neo-Christians to the Pope, was finally induced to adopt the plan for the 
introduction of the Inquisition. 


‘‘But Jews were burned in Portugal even before the introduction of the Inquisi- 
tion. To the great delight of the populace, who arranged for a bull-fight to celebrate the 
event, the Bishop of Ceuta, a former Franciscan, caused five Maranos who had observed 
the Mosaic law to be publicly burned in Olivenca, which town belonged to his diocese. 


‘‘The King, in spite of the dissuasion of the noble Bishop Fernando Coutinho of 
Silves, and of Diogo Pinheiro of Funchal, applied to the Pope for permission to introduce 
the Holy Office. In the spring of 1531, the King commissioned Bras Neto, his ambassador 
at the Curia, to cbtain from Pope Clement VII. as quickly and secretly as possible a bull 
to this effect. At first Bras Neto encountered great opposition, for Cardinal Lorenco Pucci 
openly declared that King John’s chief aim was, as had been that of Ferdinand and 
Isabella, to get possession of the Maranos’ property. Pucci, however, died shortly after, 
and the bull ‘Cum ad Nihil Magis,’ which gratified King John’s wishes, was obtained 
(17th December, 1531). ; 


‘‘ At the suggestion of Affonso, the Franciscan Diogo da Silva, confessor of King 
John, was appointed Grand Inquisitor. But it was a far cry from the papal decree to the 
actual establishment of the Inquisition. Da Silva, who had been appointed Grand In- 
quisitor, refused to accept the position, which he detested. In the meanwhile the Neo- 
Christians, who were kept informed of the progress of affairs by friends in Rome, made 
preparations to emigrate, although a law issued by John on the 14th June, 1532, sought 
to make it impossible for them to leave the country . . . and any owner of a vessel 
or captain who should transport them were to be sentenced to death. 


‘“As it seemed to the Neo-Christians that they were destined to be killed, they

determined to adopt the most extreme measures and to turn to Rome for protection. They 
sent to that city the talented Marano Duarte de Paz, who obtained first the suspension of 


the bull, then its abrogation, and finally (April 7th, 1533), the bull of pardon “S 
cording to this bull, all Neo-Christians were enabled to leave the country with their pro- 


perty.’’—(Jewish Encyclopeedia:)

This edition was edited by Michael Villanovanus, better known as Servetus, 
born at Villanueva, Aragon, whose preface fills the verso of the title-page, and who 
also wrote many of the modern descriptions on the backs of the maps. The woodcut 
borders and ornaments which surround the map descriptions are supposed by some 
critics to be the work of Hans Holbein and Urs Graf of Basel. 

The celebrity of this edition is largely due to its association with the trial and 
burning alive of its editor, Servetus, in 1553. Many copies of this book are said to have 
been burned at the same time by the orders of Calvin. One of the charges or pretexts 
brought against Servetus was the alleged authorship of a statement, printed on the 
back of map 41 of this edition, reflecting on the climate and soil of Palestine. The 
passage in question, however, was not written by him, but had been copied from the 
same map in the editions of 1522 and 1525. It was omitted in his second edition printed 
in Vienne in the Dauphiné in 1541.

John Emmanuel Tremellius was born at Ferrara, 1510. He was educated at the 
University of Padua, and was converted about 1540 to the Catholic faith through Cardinal 
Pole, but embraced Protestantism in the following year and went to Strassburg to teach 
Hebrew. Owing to the wars of the Reformation in Germany he was compelled to seek 
asylum in England, where he resided at Lambeth Palace with Archbishop Cranmer in 
1547. In 1549 he succeeded Paul Fagius as Regius Professor of Hebrew at Cambridge. 

On the death of Edward VI. he revisited Germany, and after some vicissitudes 
became Professor of Old Testament at Heidelberg (1551). He ultimately found refuge at 
the College of Sedan, where he died in 1580.—(Jewish Encyclopedia.)

Amato Lusitano, otherwise Juan Rodrigo de Castel Branco, was born at Castel 
Branco, Portugal, in 1511, and died at Salonica on 21st January, 1568. He was the 
descendant of a Marano family called Habib (=Amatus), and was brought up in the Jewish 
faith. Aiter having graduated with honours as M.D. from the Universities of Salamanca 
and Santarem, and practising for some years in Lisbon, he left his native country in fear 
of the Inquisition. He went to Antwerp for a time, and then travelled through Holland 
and France, finally settling in Italy. His reputation as one of the most skilful physicians 
of his time preceded him ee and during his sojourn in Venice he came in, contact with 
the physician and philosopher, "Jacob Mantino. Amongst his many distinguished patients

were Pope Julius III., the Pope’s sister, Jacoba del Monte, and his niece. Whilst at 
Ferrara, where he spent six years, Amatus received an invitation from the King of 
Poland to remove to that country, which he declined, preferring to settle in Ancona, 
where religious tolerance existed, and where he remained until 1555. With the accession 
of Paul IV., Amatus suffered the persecutions of the other Maranos at Ancona. He took 
refuge in Pesaro, leaving behind him all his possessions, including several MSS., one of 
which—the fifth part of the Centurize—was later restored to him and published. He. 
accepted an invitation from the municipality of Ragusa to settle there, but after staying 
for some months he left for Salonica, where he openly professed the Jewish faith. 


Amatus enriched medical literature with several valuable works, which for a long 
time enjoyed the highest reputation. Among these the most important was his ‘‘ Cen-. 
turiz,’? in which he published accounts of his cases and their treatment. [From

This book endeavours to prove that the lost Tribes of Israel were to be found 


in America, and was also written for the purpose of obtaining the re-admission of the 
Jews into England. 


Manasseh Ben Israel was born at La Rochelle about 1604, soon after which his 
parents moved to Amsterdam. Here he was brought up under Isaac Uazziel of Fez, 
the rabbi of the new congregation, Neveh Shalom, whom he succeeded in 1620. He 
became distinguished as one of the best orators of the Amsterdam pulpit, and founded 
the first Hebrew printing press in Holland. Finding it difficult to obtain a proper living 
for himself and family, he decided to go to Brazil, but a post being offered him in 
Holland, he remained. 


Manasseh was profoundly interested in Messianic problems, and, coming into 
contact with Antonio de Montesinos (Aaron Levi) in 1644, became convinced that the 
North American Indians were the lost Ten Tribes. He was also convinced that the 
restoration of the Holy Land to the Jews could not be accomplished until they had 
spread into and inhabited every part of the world. He entered into correspondence 
with Queen Christina of Sweden for obtaining their admission there, but his chief 
attention was directed to obtaining their re-admission into England. He sent his son 
Samuel and his nephew David Dormido to consult with Cromwell in the matter, but 
later went to London himself, and, although he was not directly successful in his mission, 
he obtained the important admission that there was nothing in English law to forbid 
their entry. His ‘‘ Hope of Israel’? was written for the purpose of obtaining this 
favour, and also for the purpose of putting forward his ideas on the identity of the 
North American Indians. It was first written in Spanish, and then translated into 
Latin and English, and met with great favour in England.

Johann Christoph Wagenseil was born at Nuremberg in 1633. In 1667 he was 
made Professor of history at Altdorf, and was Professor of Oriental languages at the 
same University from 1674-1677. For his knowledge of Hebrew he was chiefly indebted 
to Enoch Levi, who had come from Vienna to Furth about 1670. Wagenseil devoted his 
learning to publishing anti-Christian works of Jewish authors, and undertook long 
journeys to gather his material. The fruit of this work is the collection entitled ‘‘ Tela 
Ignea Satanz’’ (the first edition of which we offer for sale), which includes the apologetic 
“Aizuk Emunah”’ of the Karaite Isaac ben Abraham of Troki. Becoming convinced 
by the ‘‘Toledot Yeshu’’ that the Jews were guilty of blaspheming, Wagenseil addressed 
to all high potentates a denunciation in which he implored them to restrain the Jews 
from mocking. Although he would have been pleased to see the Protestant Princes show 
greater zeal in the conversion of the Jews, Wagenseil was opposed to forcible baptism 
and similar measures, and devoted a special treatise to the refutation to the charge of 
ritual murder.—(Jewish Encyclopedia.)

Samson Raphael Hirsch was born at Hamburg in 1808. He was a pupil of Haham 
Bernays, and the biblical and Talmudical education which he received, combined with 
his teacher’s influence, led him to determine not to become a merchant, as his parents 
had desired, but to choose the Rabbinical vocation. In furtherance of this plan he studied 
Talmud from 1823-1829 in Mannheim. He then entered the University of Bonn, where 
he studied at the same time as his future antagonist, Abraham Geiger. : 

In 1830 Hirsch was elected Chief Rabbi of the principality of Oldenburg, and 
wrote his ‘‘ Neunzehn Briefe,’? which were published under the pseudonym of ‘‘ Ben 
Usiel,”’? in 1836. 

This work made a profound impression in German Jewish circles, because it was 
something new—a brilliant, intellectual presentation of orthodox Judaism in_ classic 
German, and a fearless, uncompromising defence of all its institutions, and ordinances. 
From the appearance of the ‘‘ Nineteen Letters ’’ dates the origin of the so-called ‘‘ Neo-

At Southampton he appeared as Richard. The Southampton audience: 
did not belie the character which the tragedian had given them. They received 
him with a ferment of enthusiasm, bore testimony to the unsurpassed depth and 
solemn brilhancy of his Hamlet by their absorbed and rapt attention, and 
applauded his Sir Giles to the echo. The last-mentioned performance was so 
replete with muscular energy and terrible intensity that Miss Collins, who:

On this 
occasion he played the crookback tyrant with unusual brilliance and earnest- 
ness; and in the farce he seemed so full of animation that had it not been for the 
touching farewell which he pronounced at the close of the performance, the- 
audience might have gone away with a belief that he had been in excellent 
spirits “‘T should be lost to every feeling of sensibility,’ he said when, in 
answer to an enthusiastic call, he came forward, ‘if I did not most earnestly 
thank you for this kindness. At this moment, when I am about to leave my country: 
perhaps for ever—(cries of ‘‘No!’ ‘no!’’\—such an expression is of particular 
value to me. Driven as I am from England by the machinations of scoundrels, 
by a combination of ruffians who seem determined to destroy me, I receive on the 
eve of my departure the highest gratification from what I now see. No absence 
no contumely, no sorrow—none of the numerous indignities to which professional’ 
men in all countries are subjected—will ever efface from my mind the gratitude 
I feel to. my countrymen.”’

was over. May God preserve France, for men only know how to destroy. I will 
not tell you about my journey. Let it suffice for you to know that it was a very 
sad one and slow in the matter of receipts. My success would be enough for me 
were it not that I have to live now as I did in the past. 

‘ After the performance this evening I shall have appeared 20 times since 
the 1st of June. Isn’t that work, isn’t that what is called earning your bread 
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with the sweat of your brow? I am so often tempted to go and bury myself in a 
little isolated corner of the world with my two sons, I am weary and discouraged 
at everything. 

“* Papa has just received a letter from Rebecca who tells him of a_scene 
which occurred between you, herself and mamma. It rs quite time, my dear Sarah, 
for you to alter your disposition, for Rebecca is no longer a child, ‘and allow me to 
tell you that at her age you were in no respect equal to her. Doubtless I am Wrong 
to meddle in your quarrels, but, in truth, I am not always as cool as I ought to be 
and it is humiliating to me to see my children constantly going on in such a way 
that I feel inclined to ask myself whether God did not make a mistake in taking 
us out of the gutter in which we were before I entered the dramatic profession. 
Neither you nor the others are worthy of the happiness which God has bestowed 
on you for the last ten years. It is shameful that the whole family 1s not more 
grateful, in words they are more than generous, in actions they are most ungrate-

“st. At first, to write or rather address this letter for instance to 
M. de Griardin—the excuse 1s found, I wish to play his Cleopatra before leaving 
the French stage and M. Beausullet’s complaint of the eyes has prevented me. . 

“2nd. To say why Iam quitting the Thédtre Francaise, and with regard 
to that, you know as well as I, the motives, explain them in a few lines, not, 
showing any animosity towards what one calls fellow-workers, but striking G 
death-blow to a corruption of fellowship which is no longer either possible or 
supportable throwgh this fact, that the Comédie is no longer what it was fifteen 
and twenty years ago. for then distinguished artists had the majority in the house 
through talent. to-day it 1s the mediocrity which carries it off because it is the 
strongest; to recall my zeal for the theatre every time that the theatre has made 
an appeal to it, and at this point a word with respect to the Marseiliaise which 
I have sung only at a denouement in a moment more than critical, since without 
it, after all, the Thédtre Francaise would have perished like so many others in 
this shipwreck of revolutions. . . . TI leave to-day with sorrow and more still, 
but that it would be impossible for me to pursue any longer a career, which to 
be earnest and fine, ought to find on return to the greenroom if not faces happy 
at our success, at least serious artistes and perhaps some grateful for the prosperity 
which artistes intellogent and fortunate enough to attract the paying public bring 
to a theatre. Then afterwards to finish by asserting that this resignation has 
not been addressed to a public which has overwhelmed me with its favours, but 
solely to a society which has grown obsolete and whose actors are more obsolete 
still and if nothing can change this state OF things then indeed I shall be obliged 
to go and expatriate myself beyond the sea.’ LEtc., etc. :
